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McFARLAND GENEALOGY. 

The first permanent English settlements in that part of the Dis- 
trict of Maine now known as Hancock Coimty date from near the year 
1762.* By 1764 six townships of land^ each six miles square^ were 
granted by the General Court of Massachusetts to David Marsh and 
S5^ other citizens of Massachusetts and New Hampshire. Six other 
townships on the east side of Donaqua River, three of them in Han- 
cock County, were granted upon similar terms. The survey of the 
two grants of six townships on each side of the river was made by 
Samuel Livermore and the name of the river was changed to Union 
River, a name that it has since borne. 

Even before the above grants were legalized by the General Court 
settlements began to be made in different parts of the county. In the 
spring of 1761, Capt. Abraham Somes of Gloucester, Mass., took up 
a land grant at the head of the inlet now known as Somes' Sound in 
Mount Desert, where he built a mill and made other improvements. 
In 1762, Col. Jonathan Buck and four other men from Haverhill, 
Mass., settled in Township No. 1, now Bucksport. Joseph Goss 
moved to No. 2 in 1764 and gave it the name Orland. The first per- 
manent settler in Penobscot was Charles Hutchings in 1768. Town- 
ship No. 5, now Blue Hill, was settled in 1762 by Joseph Wood and 
John Roundy from Beverly, Mass. In the same year a settlement 
was begun at Sullivan by Sullivan, Bean, Simpson and others. Ben- 
jamin Milliken settled in Ellsworth in 1763, which is also the date of 
the settlement of Eden by the Thomas family. 

Trenton, which at first included Lamoine and parts of Hancock 
and Ellsworth, was first settled by Ebenezer Thomdike in 1765, 
The first permanent settlement in Hancock was made by Capt. Agreen

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Crabtree, Philip and Shemuel Hodi^kins and their families. They 
came from the western part of Maine, Crabtree from Portland and 
the Hodi^kins from the western part of Maine. These three fiimilies 
came up Skillings River in 1764 and settled on the east side of 
the river above the narrows. A year or two later the Hod^^kins re- 
moved to the west side of the river (Marlboro). In 1765, Oliver 
Wooster and &mily came from Newburyport, Mass. 

About this time Thomas and James McFarland, James Smith, 
and Rogers, Thomas and Joseph Goofi^ns began a settlement at Kil- 
kenny stream,* at the head of Skillings River. The exact date of the 
coming of the McFarlands to Hancock County cannot be ascertained. 
That they came previous to 1768 is shown by an item in the account 
of Ebenezer Thomdike, agent for Township No. 1, (Trenton) : '*To 
going up Skillings River to forewarn McFarlands Co. from building a 
mill on their falls." The McFarlands and their companions came 
from the vicinity of Saco, in 1765, according to a tradition that has 
been handed down in the family of Thomas McFarland. The McFar- 
land brothers married sisters, James marrying Margaret, and Thomas 
marrying Jane Smith about the year 1770, at Londonderry, N. H., it 
is said. With few exceptions, the McFarlands of Hancock County 
trace their ancestry back to these brothers, and, as will appear later, 
most of them are traceable to Thomas rather than to James Mc- 
Farland. 



James McFarland and his Descendants. 

James McFarland, one of the early settlers at Kilkenny stream, 
Trenton, took up a lot of 54 acres 124 rods on the west side of Skil- 
lings River and adjoining the lot of his brother Thomas on the south 
where he engaged in farming and milling. His farm house was 
located about four rods south of the present road and thirty rods from 
the river bank. We have no knowledge of his parents or when and

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where he was bom^ nor of his wife's parents or the date and place of 

her birth. 

During the Revolutionary War he was first Lieutenant in Capt. 

Daniel Sullivan's Company^ Col. Bei^amin Foster's 6th Lincoln G>. 

Militia Regt. and served at Machias. His commission was dated 

April 30, 1777; he was discharged Oct. 7, 1777. The Company was 

called out for service three times. The town records show that James 

McFarland was selectman of Trenton for several years. Late in life 

he moved to Grand Manan, N. B., where it is supposed he died in 

1816-18. He married Margaret Smith, who died in Trenton in 1833-

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Thomas McFarland and his Descendants. 

Thomas McFarland, one of the pioneers of Hancock County and 
the first in a long line of the same name, was a man of large frame, 
six feet in height, with heavy but slightly rolling shoulders. He pos- 
sessed unusual physical strength, was energetic, of a jolly disposition, 
and deeply interested in all that pertained to himself and his family. 

The task that Thomas McFarland undertook in common with 
other pioneers of his time was that of carrying colonial civilization into 
the virgin wilderness of that region. At the time, Hancock County 
was unorganized and unknown by its present name, Maine was a Dis- 
trict of Massachusetts, and the old Bay State itself a colony of Great 
Britain. The forest was felled, the log cabin built, saw mills con- 
structed on the falls of the streams, com planted in the small clear- 
ings. The frontiersman labored long and hard, his increase in fields 
and crops depended mostly upon the labor of his own hands, assisted 
by help from his children and his good wife, who in those days labored 
indoors and out of doors alike. We of a later day hardly realize that 
the good roads, and cleared acres, and framed houses that we have 
as an inheritance from our ancestors were purchased by them through 
days and years of manual labor. It was the work of a race of giants 
to build civilized homes in the primeval forest, and our knowledge of 
the early settlers shows that Thomas McFarland acquitted himself 
well in comparison with other pioneers of Hancock County. 

He took up a lot of land of 43 acres 84 rods located north of the 
present county road and adjoining Kilkenny stream on the east and 
north. His title was received from the DeGregoires. His house was 
located about thirty rods west of the stream and twenty from the road. 
He engaged in farming and lumbering, and was part owner of the 
mills built on the lower falls; he also was owner of much timber land 
and' of a saw mill built about twenty rods below the upper falls of the 
Kilkenny which he sold to Abner Lee in 1809. His son David settled 
on a part of his homestead and that part of his estate has always re- 
mained in the McFarland family; it is owned at present by his great 
grandson, Horace A. McFarland. We find the name of Thomas 
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McFarland among the lists of officers of the town of Trenton many 
times. At the time of his death, November, 1824, he was living with 
his son David. During the day he had attended some kind of a pub- 
lic meeting and a short time after his return homc^ he dropped dead, 
aged about eighty years. His wife died about two years previously. 
Thomas McFarland married *Jane Smith in 1770. This venerable 
couple had eleven children and 107 grandchildren. Their children 
were:

In his early manhood he 
engaged in farming and fishing; later, when summer visitors began to 
frequent the region, he refitted his house for their acconmiodation and 
enlarged it until it became what is known as the Tarrantine Hotel. 
Mr. McFarland was intellectual, progressive and held in high esteem 
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by his fellow citizens. That Hancock Point today is one of the attrac- 
tive summer resorts of Frenchman's Bay is due, in no small degree, 
to his foresight and labor. 

Mr. McFarland married, firstly, Hannah B., daughter of Samuel 
and Lucy (Bean) Crabtree. She died Aug. 24, 1885, aged 74 years.

John Dean, son of David and Betsey (Mosley) McFarland, was a 
man of mechamcal turn of mind, capable of building a ship from keel 
to truck or of constructing anything that came his way. He was a 
close student of military tactics and knew thoroughly the theoretical 
side of army maneuvers. Mr. McFarland was one of the first to re- 
s^nd to the call for volunteers in '6l. He was foremost in organiz- 
ing the first Ellsworth company, being its drill-master, and, at its 
formal organization April 29» 186], he was elected second Lieutenant. 
The company later became Co. B of the Sixth Maine Regiment which 
was organized at Portland, July 15, and Lieutenant McFarland 
was appointed Adjutant of the regiment. He was injured by the 
bursting of a shell at the battle of White Oak Swamp, Va., June 30, 
1862, and died at Citizens' Hospital, New York City, in August of 
that year. 

General Winfield S. Hancock, in speaking of Adjutant McFarland 
in later years, said: ''l consider Adjutant McFarland as brave a man 
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as I ever had under my command." In a report* dated April 7, 
1S62, General Hancock writes: ^'l may mention here the names of 
several persons whose conduct was marked: (two of them were) 
Lieutenant-Colonel Chandler and First Lieutenant John D. McFar- 
land^ adjutant^ Sixth Maine Volunteers. The latter, on horseback, 
took a prisoner within 150 paces of the enemy's battery, chasing him 
on horseback to that point in a direct range of the enemy's infantry 
and artillery, and in unobstructed view of the fort. The parapet was 
lined with infantry and the gunners were at their posts. The officer 
was not iired at, probably because he kept the prisoner between the 
fort and himself. . . . Lieut.-Col, Chandler and this Adjutant 
(McFarland) captured three other prisoners." And in the report of 
Gen. D. H. Keyes to General McClellan further mention of the inci- 
dent is made as follows : ''One of the prisoners was pursued 150 
yards by Lieutenant McFarland on horseback directly toward the 
enemy's fort and in easy range of his guns, captured, and brought off. 
This act of gallantry deserves special notice." 

John Dean McFarland married Emma J., daughter of Solomon 
and Sarah (Lord) Young, April 27, 1845. She was bom Oct. 26, 
1820 and died July 20, 1894.
